| STOATS AND WEASELS. 

TO THE EDITOR OF THLE [RISH TIMES. 

Srr.—There has always been a great deal of 
confusion in this country concerning stoats 
and weasels. They both belong to the weasel 
tribe, which comprises the marten. sable. 
mink, polecat, weasel, stoat or ermine, and 
glutton or wolverine. There are no animals 
more bloodthirsty, and they possess powers

fortunate that they are not any bigger, or 


| they would constitute a very serious menace to 


carnivorous,

They are useful for keeping down such 
| creatures as field-mice. moles, voles, rabbits 
| and rats, which sometimes become a serious 
pest. Their coats constitute the most valued 
and expensive furs worn by ladies. The bear 
tribe is linked to the weasel tribe by the 
raccoons, all having sharp. but non-retractile 


| animal lite. They are ent irely 


| prey. 


claws, thus differing from the cat tribe, which 
has retractile claws. 

The weasel itself is the smallest and fiercest 
of its tribe, but 1s not found at all in Ireland. 
lt shows extraordinary cunning in catching its 
prey, and has no fear in attacking birds as 
large as grouse. The stoat is the most widely 
distributed of all the weasel tribe. and is often 
called the ermine because its fur turns pure 
white in northern countries during winter. I+ 
is a deadly foe of all small animals, and. being 
bigger than the weasel. is able to kill even 
hares. It kills for killing’s sake. as the ferret 
does, and, when it finds a batch of voung 
rabbits, birds, ete.. it never leaves any alive. 
We have plenty of stozts all over Ireland. but 
we invariably called them “ weasels.”’ of 
which we have none.

hfe. and all were identical with 
the dead specimen which I examined and 
classihed. This stoat (a female suckling her 
first litter of young) was shot at 4 p.m., and 
atter | examined her she was thrown outside 
the hall-door. Next morning, at 9 o'clock. 
the body was found about tv enty-five yards 
further away, and forty-two out of forty- five 
chickens in a house within fifteen ar 
were dead. All the chickens were killed 
in the same way There was a raw area 
about the size of a sixpence on the hack of 
the head a little to one side (to the iight 
hand side m pearly every ease). No bodies 
removed or eaten, but several en dis 
fection were found to have heen bled The 
three that were alive were found up the 
himney, and died a few davs later from 
what I believe to have heen shock. 

There is a popular superstition in this 
country that, “if you don't harm a steat. 
tt won't harm vou.”’ There are a great 
number of stoats im the fences on this sh 
we have sometimes seen as many as sevew 
together, surning themselves at the back of a 
ditch—but none was ever killed except on 
that occasion I rear about a thousand 
chickens every spring, but have never other- 
wise lost more than one or two at a time. 
In all probability rats account for these odd 
chickens, as they kill in the same way, but 
only the number they need for food. If the 
male stoat followed the scent of tis mate, 
and, on finding her dead body, became in- 
furiated, he must have shown remarkabi- 
cunning in this instance to satisfy his blood- 
les k Thous ch ihe house the chickens were rn 
was only fifteen vards away as the crow 
flies, he would have to go round a block of 
buildings, enter the inside yard and find a 
very small hole in a disused door {nearly 
altogether blocked up with machinery} 
between the garage and chicken-iowrse 
Chickens do not make any noise at night, 
so it would look as if the stoat ‘‘ smelt them 
out and then discovered the only possible 
means of getting at them. 


With regard to Mr. Nash’s statement that 
stoats in his opinion oniv hunt when the 
dew 1s off the grass, these chickens were 
undoubtedly killed during the night, as they 
were allout four or five hours dead when 
found at 9 a.m. Of course, in this instance 
the stoat was forced to vo out and look for 
his mate on account of the young ones. 1 
agree, however, that stoats do most of their 
hunting . by day, and are not at all charv 
about showing themselves. When my booties 
shot tais particular one she was chasing a 
rabbit down a burrow. | saw a stoat 
on our golf links catch a blacktird that was 
singing on a branch, and carry him to his 
hole. It did not carry the bird as a cat 
a her kittens (as some text-books state).

It was probable 
that the parents did not know the danger the 
child was running. He asked the Committee 
to take action under the Employment of 
Children Act. 
Mrs. Hermon said that she would see the 
boy's parents and explain the danger, and 
she was certain the work would cease.

pleaded guilty at the Armagh Assizes 
to-day to a series of indictments of forging 
certain papers purporting to be receipts 
signed hy Emily Major, and obtaining by 
fraud and false pretences certain sums of 
money from the Portadown branch of the 
Orange and Protestant Orphan Society on 
various dates. She was sentenced to four 
months’ imprisonment, 

The Rev. Canon Archer said that he had 
known the accused woman for twenty-six 
years as a member of his congregation, and 
he had always regarded her as o> of the 
hest workers in connection with the church. 
Her family were highly respectable, and held 
in the greatest esteem. On many occasions 
defendant had collected money for church 
organisations, and witness had always found 
her honest. 

Lord Justice Andrews—-Were they moneys 
you could properly check ? 

Witness—Yes. 1 have a report here of 
the Armagh Protesiant Orphan Society, in 
which there is a record of collections she 
had made. . She was married on January 
27th last. and her husband is a highly 
respectable man. He was not aware of 
anything like this having occurred, and there 
is a danger of her home now being broken 
up. 
The Judge—That is the great tragedy of 
ae 

Mr. Maginess put in a. certificate from the 
accused woman's late employers. He then 
intimated to the judge that the police had 
served him with a notice of several additional 
charges during the same period. The accused 
woman would like these to be taken into 
consideration. 

Mr. Maginess (instructed by Mr.. T. E. 
Gibson) said that this was one of the 
tragedies of the present wave of unemploy- 
ment. Accused woman was a member of 
that class that was particularly hard hit. 
She had been employed as a winder, and his 
lordship would realise that linen workers had 
been the worst hit of all classes. She was 
ól vears of age, and had been married quite 
recently Her husband, who was a weaver, 
also was unemployed. Shortly before this 
series of offences took place the accused 
woman had suffered ce I pleurisy, and was 
left in a very weakened siate. The total 
sum-involved was, he understood, about £5. 
Admitting that it was a serious offence 
against the public, counsel asked his lordship 
to take all the circumstances of her position 
into consideration, her circumstances of un- 
employment, her poor health, and also the 
fact that she had been so recently married. 
She came of a very respectable family, and 
had never been in trouble before. 


CANON GIVES EVIDENCE. 

Mlr. Maeliermott, whe, with Mr. Cham- 
bers (instructed by Mr. J P. Best), ap- 
peared for the Ciown. said that there was 
really no indictment, at present in regard to 
the later charges mentioned by Mr. 
Maginess. ‘They related to transactions in 
coanection with declarations under the In- 
surance Act of 1924. Jt was really pert and 
parcel of the false pretences. The total!

The Judge said that he would have to con- 
sider what sentence he would really impose 
upon the accused woman, apart from any 
restitution that might be made. 


THE SENTENCE. 

Mr. Maginess later intimated that the 
solicitor instructing him should give a per- 
ssnal undertaking that the amount involved 
would be immediately paid to the Crown 
Solicitor. 

Passing sentence of four months’ imprison- 
ment, with Jabour suitable to prisoner's 
health, the judge said that he had taken into 
account her state of health and the fact that 
she had not been in trouble before, and had 
also regard to the eloquent appeal made by 
her counsel. The crime against public funds 
had been committed in altogether an unjusti- 
fiable way and with such frequency that it 
ought to be stamped out. It was the duty of 
the judge in such circumstances, no matter 
how humane he might be, or how much he 
might respond to the appeals made to him, to 
mmpuse such a sentence as would be a de- 
terrent to others who might attempt the 
ofience. He had intended to send the accused 
woman to prison for six months, but, takin 
into account the fact that her solicitor ha 
given a personal undertaking to make resti- 
tution, he would only send her to jail for four 
months. :

T a Special Court at Newport remark- 
A able evidence of the credulity of 
investors in the Post Oftice Savings 
Bank and Certificates was told, when Miss

Question of Cruelty.

WEXFORD, Friday. 
HE question, “‘Is standing on a bullock’s 
T tail an act of cruelty’ ” was raised in 
prosecutions at Wexford, when Thomas 
Sheridan and Thomas Clampett, employes of 
Mr. Richard Richards, one of the largest 
shippers of live-stock in the South of Ireland, 
were charged with ill-treating animals in 
their charge i 

Guard Harkins stated: that he saw Clam- 
pett driving cattie, two of which lay down. 
Clampett got them to rise, but they lay 
down a second time. Sheridan came on the 
scene, and said that the cattle should be 
taken immediately to the boat. He 
(Sheridan) started ‘“‘screwing’’ a bullock 3 
tail, and also stood on it. Witness warned 
him that if he did that again he would 
bring him to the barrack. Sheridan replied : 
‘Summons away; | must take the cattle to 
the boat.” Sheridan was wearing heavy 
boots, and Clampett stated that the stock 
had been driven a long distance, and that 
their feet were sore. ‘The cattle were 
eventually got to the hoat. 

Sheridan said that he had been driving 
cattle for Mr, Richards for forty years. he 
admitted placing his foot on the animal’s fail, 
but he did not consider it an act of cruelty. 
It was a common way of getting animals to 
rise when they lay down. 

Mr. Richards said that he had seen 
thousands of cattle raised from the ground 
in the manner complained of. Was there, 
he asked, any more cruelty in it than hook- 
ing a fish? 

Justice Fahy—Oh, now! You cannot enter 

i into the ‘feelings of the bullock or the fish. 
(Laughter.) 
“Witness added that he had _  tréated 
animals similarly himself, and that, a beast 
might be lying for an hour and be beaten 
black, yet would not rise, while if its tail 
was twisted it would. Twisting the tail did 
no damage to the animal. 

Mr. R. Malone, veterinary surgeon, an 
inspector Of the Free State Department of 
Agriculture, Wexford, said that he had heard 
of the system of raising cattle adopted in the 
case milhons of times, and he did not think 
there was any cruelty in it. It was done 
every day in the week, and he had seen it 
done in tland. He examined the bullocks 
in question, and there was no mark or injury 
on them. i

None of the three 
medical cflicers can be exempt from blame for 
this state of affairs.” 

The report proceeded to state that all three 
oficers carried ont their medical duties satis- 
factorily. They hoped that there would be 
no delay in these officers establishing hetter

Mr. Kennedy said that a large number of 
fishermen visited his premises on Sundays, 
and ‘‘ The Hellfire Club’’ was an attraction, 
and coming from there many people came by 
lis shop between the hours of eight and nine. | 

Sergeant Nyhan said that on Sundays in 
summer many people came in ‘buses and 
went direct te Mr. Kennedy s, and stayed till 
nine. When the premises were closed a large 
number of persons congregated outside. He 
would not say they were drunk, but they 
were “ swaggering around.” 

Mr. John J. Early, solicitor—How many 
prosecutions had you last summer for 
drunkenness outside Kennedy's ?—I do not say 
the people were drunk, hut many were under 
the “a win" of drink. There were no 
prosecutions against people for drunkenness 
outside Mr. Kennedy's. 

Superintendent 0 Reilly asked the Justice 
to refuse the application, onthe grounds that 
such an application, nf granted, was really 
only for the benefit of people deliberately 
travelling to get drink. ‘The publichouse im 
Firhouse, half a mile away, Was open on 
Sundays from one till eight o clock, so, if Mr. 
Kennedy's application was granted, 1t would 
really mean an extension of the hours 1m the 
district, ahd not a substitution of them. 

Mr. Early said that the position was the 
same this year as last, and Mr. Kennedy had 
not abused this privilege. which had been 
granted to him for the past three years. 

Justice Reddin said that the Court always 
had m such applications thought in terms ot 
the decent citizen, who, out im the country 


in the evening, might require a reasonable 
amount of intoxicating liquor. He was sorry, 
in the present case, to have to alter the 
decision which he had come to in the past 
three years. Un the evidence of Sergeant 
Nyhan, a very able officer, 1t was clear that 
abuses had occurred on the road adjoining 
these premises, and that many people came 
there for the express purpose of having drink. 
it was with reluctance that he refused the 
application, and he was sorry to have to 
curtail the rights of the ordinary public. He 
wished to add, however, that Mr. Kennedy 
was not responsible for the disturbances which 
took place outside his shop.

THE HUNT. 


When the seals are sighted the yessel 
comes to a stop; the crew slip over thdsides, 
armed with clubs and knives, and the slaughter 
begins. The hapless creatures are knocked on 
the head and skinned rapidly. A good hand 
will skin a seal in a minute, and the pelt is 
dragged to a mark and left there. Later on 
the captain will pick up the pile, or ‘‘sculps,’’ 
while the men move on to another patch. 
it is a ghastly business this slaughter, as 
sometimes the seals are not killed outright, 
and one explorer—Burn-Murdoch, I think— 
has drawn a piteous pen picture of the 
freshly flayed seal lifting its quivering, 
agonised carcase. It is also a massacre of 
the innocents, because the new-born seals 
are the first choice. The hood and harp 
seals are the kinds usually killed by the 
Newfoundland hunters, and must not be con- 
fused with the fur seal of the Pribyloo 
I — and Behring Sea, nearly allied to the 
sea i10ns, iú 


DANGERS INVOLVED. 


Hunting the seal on the ice is a tricky 
business and only suited to little agile men, 
who may be required to leap rapidly from fioe 
to floe or cross thin or “ mushy” ice with a 
delicacy of footwork that would completely 
put to shame the circumspect Agag. Although 
the Harp will save its own skin at the ex- 
pense of its offspring, the Great Hood is far 
differently constituted, and a dog Hood will 
fight savagely in defence of its mate and 
pups., 


THE SEAL'S AMENITIES. 


The pelts or scalps are made into tobacco 

pouches, and similar articles, while the thick 
coat of adhering blubber is melted down and 
clarified, finally going to make soap. The 
flesh of the seal, particularly the heart 
and flippers, are eaten by the men; 
the meat is supposed to resemble 
mutton, and those that have eaten 
it speak well of its flavour and sustainin 
qualities. Latterly, the livers are ceaaneee 
and used to make insulin. 
This great destruction has naturally 
diminished the herds, and, since aeroplanes 
are now employed to ‘‘ spot,” them, the poor 
creatures have had their chances of escape 
greatly curtailed. At one time the “take” 
used to be about 600,000 or 700,000 annually, 
but 200,000 is now nearer the mark. The 
beautiful fur coats purchased for exacting 
women once covered the bodies of the fur 
seal in the great ‘‘ rookeries ” of the Behring 
Sea. Thanks to the judicious action on the 
part of several Governments, these useful 
animals are in little danger of extinction. 

To obtpin a good idea of the life of the 
fur seal ne has only to read Mr. Rudyard 
Kipling’s magnificent story of “ Kotick, the 
White Seal,” in which knowledge and 
sound instruction combine ‘with a fascinating 
story. 

With the early spring the bull seals come 
romping along from the Southern seas, where 
they have been idling and fattening all the 
winter. Heaving their black, glistening bodies 
out of the water, each ‘‘ bull” selects his 
site for the harem. The sites are not held 
without many bloody battles, and before the 
females, or matkas, arrive, the destined 
husbands are already sadly mauled and battle- 
scarred. .The advent of the females is the 
signal for general pandemonium, and in the 
melee the “wife” often gets badly knocked 
about. One “ lover ” will seize her by the 
scruff of the neck, while another gtabs a 
Éipper. Shortly after landing the female 

ears one, or even two, little black 
‘‘ pups,’ and thenceforward all the summer 
she has her hands full. The wretched 
““husbands,” unable to find time to tat or 
sleep, spend the whole summer in defending 
the sanctity of their’ homes. 

The fishery is under strict Governmental 
supervision ; the number of seals destined for 
coats is accurately estimated. These are 
quietly rounded up, and quickly and merci- 
fully knocked on the heed. No longer do 
the bad days of slaughter and poaching 
exist. The watchers on the ‘“ rookeries ”' 
are well armed, and a suspicious craft would 
do well to stay away.

Barbary Pirates. 


During the sixteenth, seventeenth and 
eighteenth centuries there was hardly a 
greater terror to these islands than the 
Algerine pirates. Almost incredible 
numbers of English, Scottish and Irish 
men and women were captured -by the 
Turks and held in slavery. Collections 
throughout the parish churches of the 
Three .Kingdoms were common “‘for ye 
men taken captives by ye Turks,” as the 
Old Session Book of Dundonald, County 
Down, describes their offertory in 1679. 
During the reigns of James I. and 
Charles I. over 500, British ships were 
captured and the crews sold into slavery. 
Most of them were never released, although 
James Frizell, about 1624, ransomed 240 
persons at a cost of £1,800. It was about 
this time that a most daring exploit took 
place at Baltimore, when 161 people— 
men, women and children—were carried 
into slavery. 

Baltimore was not the only place in 
the South of Ireland to suffer from these 
desperadoes; for the Belfast News-Letter 
of December 18th, 1772, states: ‘“‘A 
merchant in Waterfprd has received the 
melancholy account that the ‘Rose in 
June,’ a vessel belonging to that port, 
with wine and fruit from Alicant, was 
taken in October last near the entrance to 
the Straits of Gibraltar by a Moorish 
cruiser and carried into Larache, in 
Barbary, where the unhappy crew and 
assengers were made slaves.’’ This piracy 
of the Algerines existed up to the time 
when Lord Exmouth’s victorious expedi- 
tion in 1816 finally put an end to Christian 


slavery in Algiers.

Every year I look 
forward to a glimpse of the early lambs, 
and it was, therefore, with considerable 
indignation that I listened to an account 
of some incidents which a friend told me 
he had seen in the vicinity of the Pine 
Forest on St. Patrick’s Day.

Che Studu of Cancer. 


I see, writes a correspondent, that the 
view expressed by Professor Joly at a 
meeting of the Royal Dublin Society last 
June, is engaging the attention of many 
distinguished pathologists in the United 
States who are specialising in the study 
of cancer. Professor Joly’s idéa was that 
a diminution in the strength of the cosmic 
rays might have something to do with the 
increase in cancer. 
These rays are no 
longer the mystery to 
scientists that they 
were u few years ago. 
Investigations have 
shown that they come 
to the earth from a 
great distance, and 
that they resemble 
the X rays and 
gamma rays of 
radium in having the 
power to penetrate 
thick layers of 
matter without losing 
any of their energy. 
In this respect, it has been found that 
they are the most powerful rays known, 
as it has been ascertained that, after 
passing through 200 fect of water only 
two per cent. of their strength is lost. 
Dr. Millikan, one of the most eminent 
physicists in the States, estimates their 
energy to be about one-tenth of what

their utmost to protect their young from 
this treatment, but their helpless efforts 
to do so only provoked more derision from 
their tormentors. It occurred to my friend 
that some of the Civic Guards, who have 
done much for the protection of animals, 
should have been allocated to some of 
those districts where young Dublin chooses 
to spend a day in the country. It would 
have been even better if the owners of the 
sheep could have arranged for the father 
of the flock to take over the protection of 
his offspring. He would have found some 
excellent opportunities for the exercise of 
those straightforward methods which have 
been successfully adapted to other engines 
of destruction. 


Treasure Grove. 


Steps are now being taken, I hear, to 
salvage the Lusitania, which lies in very 
deep water some ten miles south of Kin- 
sale Head. Deep-sea diving has pro- 
gressed considerably during the last ten 
or fifteen years, and many treasures have 
been rescued from the sea. Over seven 
million pounds was rescued from the 
Laurentic, which was torpedoed in 1917, 
and nearly a million was removed from 
the Oceana, which sank about ten miles 
outside Dover. These were all in com- 
paratively shallow water, however, and 
the Lusitania presents a more serious 
problem; but the reward is large enough 
to spur on scientific searchers. Several 
million pounds in gold bullion were 
carried, as well as the personal posses- 
sions of the many wealthy passengers, 
such as Alfred Gwynne Vanderbilt and 
Charles Frohman, the theatrical magnat>. 

An even greater treasure is contained 
in the Merida, which went down in 1911. 
As well as a large quantity of bullion, )t 
carried the famous rubies of the Empress 
Charlotte and the crown jewels of the 
Emperor Maximilian of Mexico. There 
still remains, too; the twenty million 
pounds carried in the Spanish Armada— 
chiefly in the Pereira, the salvage of 
which has been attempted at least fifty 
times. 


An Ancient Pie. 


A discovery, which in its way is almost 
as strange as those made in the tomb of 
Tutankamen, has been made in Budapest. 
It is a recipe for a pie compiled by Lucius 
Commodus Velus, who flourished in the 
time of the Emperor Hadrian. 

The name of this pie is ‘* pentaper- 
matum.’’ The master-chefs of Budhpes 
have been able to follow the directions 
and produce a new delicacy for their 
patrons. “ Pentapermatum ” is now 
served at a special buffet in the town, and 
is consumed faster than it can be made. 
The proceeds of its sale are devoted to 
certain charities in which the chefs are in- 


reaches the earth from the radgation of 
the stars. Dr. Joly’s theory is that these 
cosmic rays cause increase in cancer, 
because they are now diminishing, while 
formerly they were sufficient in amount 
and in intensity to exert a controlling 
influence on cancer growth. 


Little John. 


The many adventures of Robin Hood and 
his stout companion, Little John, are 
familiar to all who have read the famous 
ballads, but I doubt whether one of them. 
Little John’s alleged visit to the City of 
Dublin, is equally well known. In the 
year 1189, according to Stanihurst, the 
historian, when Robin Hood was betrayed 
at the priory of Bricklise, in Scotland, and 
the remnant of his followers scattered, 
Little John sailed to Ireland, and spent 
some time in Dublin. During his visit the 
citizens requested him to try how 
far he could shoot at random. The famous 
archer took his stand ‘‘ on the bridge at 
Dublin (the same that now leads from 
Bridge street to Church street), and shot 
to the hillock at Oxmantown Greene, which 
bears his name,” a performance which no 
other living man could equal. This hillock 
was known in Stanihurst’s time, about 
1580, as “ Little John his Shot,’’ in com- 
memoration of the event. So notorious a 
champion as Little John, however, could 
not remain long concealed, especially when 
there was a price on his head for robbery. 
He was soon obliged to return to Scotland, 
where he died at a place called Moranny. 
His bones were preserved in this village, 
and from an examination of the relics, the 
height of their owner, when alive, is said 
to have been calculated at fourteen feet. 
I am afraid that Stanihurst was, like 
Little John, quite an expert at drav ing 
the long bow.

AUTONOMY OF ‘THE FREE STATE 
COLLEGES.

The greater part of yesterday’s ytting in 
Dail Eireann was devoted td the re- 
enmed discussion on the Committee 

oy of the Veterinary Surgeons Bill, 
1931. The measure was strongly 
opposed by the Fianna Fail Party, 
and Mr. de Valera moved an amend- 
ment to Section 3, to provide a new 
sub-section fixing the membership of 
the Council at elevén and defining the 
methods of their appointment. The 
amendment was defeated by sixty-two 
votes to forty-three. 


. de Valera declared that the bill was 
“a rotten hargain,’’ and that it 
would subordinate Irish veterinary 
education to a foreign body. The 
teachers in University College, he 
said. would become mere coaches and 
grinders, preparing students for a 
foreignexamination. These statements 
were contradicted by the Minister for 
External Affairs, but the leader of the 
Opposition persisted in his decla 


tion. 


The Dail was discussing an amendment to 
Section 7 of the bill, which stood in 
the name of Mr. de Valera, when pro- 
gress was reported, and the House 
adjourned antil next week.

! BILL DENOUNCED BY 
OPPOSITION. 


The House went into Committee on the 


' Veterinary Surgeons Bill. 


Mr. DE VALERA (FF, Clare) said that 
the London college had all the powers of 
jurisdiction that it had before the Treaty 
over every student who took that degree 
and was registered. The effect of that was 
going te be that all the teaching in veteri- 
nary science in this country was to be 
adapted to meet the requirements of foreign 
exa iiners. That did not obtain in medical 
science at all. He saw no reason for en- 
dowing an affiliated college of an English 
institution with £5,400 a year, and placing 
all veterinary education in Ireland under 
foreign control and direction. The agreement 
was a one, and it was going to put 
a millstone around the neck of any in- 
stitution in the Free State which sought to 
have a separate faculty of veterinary science. 

Mr. McGILLIGAN, Minister for External 
Affairs. in repiving. referred to the farrago 
of nonsense with which Mr. de Valera had 
hewildered himself with regard to analogies 
between medical and veterinary examination, 
and said that. so far as education was con- 
cerned, the effect the words of this agree- 
ment was exactly the same as in the agree- 
ments for the medical and dentist hills. What 
they did in each case was to re-establish the 
conditions existing hefore the establishment 
of the Irish Free State. Medical colleges were 
recognised here in the past because the Medi- 
eal Council had the right of supervision of 
examinations to see that a proper standard 
was maintained. Tha: right of supervision 
existed still, and extern examiners had noth- 
ing to do with it. The position with regard 
to veterinary education is that there was 
onlv one licensing corporation in existence, 
ene big central institution with recognised 
colleges. 


Carysfort College, and he accepted it because 
he was interested in teaching, and believed 
there was in it a future of good national 
work. He admitted that he had failed to get 
a scholarship at the College of Science, just 
as he had got a scholarship in another place. 
_ This sort of thing was absolutely disgust- 
ing, and he hated doing it, and would not 
do it, but the Minister had come along to try 
and impress the House that he (the Minister) 
was a superman, and that anybody daring to 
criticise his actions was nowhere. 
He went on to state that this was a rotten 
bargain of absolutely the same type as had 
been made in other respects. The effect of it 
was going to be that it would subordinate 
Irish veterinary education to a foreign body. 
The teachers in University College would be- 
come mere coaches and grinders preparing 
students for a foreign examination. 
_ If the deputies for Dublin University were 
interested in or affected by this agreement, he 
was perfectly ceriain that they would stand 
up and say that their College was not going 
to be put in the humiliating position to be 
rinders and coaches for foreign examinations. 
his foreign body was going to send in its 
examiners, and the teachers in the 
University College would be mere cyphers. 
There was not the slightest trace of an 
attempt at securing equality of treatment in 
the agreement. 

THE QUESTION OF AUTONOMY. 
Professor THRIFT (Ind., Dublin Univer- 
sity) said that he was glad to hear Mr. de 
Valera mevengay ma for the autonomy of the 
Universities. ere was nothing in the bill 
which interfered in the slightest with the 
autonomy of a university which wished to set 
up its own course, its own examinations and 
its own diploma for university students. It 
would remain afterwards to be decided 
whether the State would accept the teaching 
that was given as a legal qualification in 
the Free State, but there was nothing in the 
bill which interfered in the least with the 
Free State, through its own universities. 
giving its own education for veterinarv stu- 
denia within the bounds of the Free State. 
They could not expect any State to do more 
than to secure its own supervision over the 
qualifications it insisted upon. 

Professor TiIERNEY (Govt., Nat. Univ.) 
agreed that there was a great deal of 
value in the autonomy of university teach 
ing; but from his experience the autonomy of 
the medical faculties in the “ree State univer- 
sities could be exaggerated. Their whole ten- 
dency and orientation was in the long run laid 
down and decided by the policy of the 
General Medical Council. If Irish universi- 
ties wanted to train students for foreign in- 


stitutions they would always have to accom- 
modate themselves to the regulations of those 
institutions. 

MR. McGILLIGAN EXPLAINS. 

Mr. McGILLIGAN said that the Irish uni- 
versities had autonomy within the framework 
laid down by the Medical Counc. If. the 
General Medica] Council liked to establish a 
particular system of examination or inspection 
and direct the course of medical education. 
they certainly could do it for those who were 
going to take out their decrees. The fee of 
two guineas was not fixed. It 
altered at any time by the Executive Council.

Joseph Healy (instructed by Mr. John J. 
McDonald), applied ex parte on behalf of 
the Great Southern Railways Company for a 
conditional order for a writ of prohibition 
directed to Mr. Conor Maguire, arbitrator, 
and Mr. Henry Gallagher, applicant, pro- 
hibiting them from proceeding further on an 
award under the Railway Ket. 1924: and, 
alternatively, for a writ of certiorari to have 
the award brought in to Court for the pur- 
pose of being quashed. 

Counsel, referring to an affidavit filed an 
behalf of the railways compary, said that 
Mr. Maguire was the arvitrator appeinted by 
the Chief Justice under the Third Schedule, 
Clause 8, of the Railway Act of 1924, and 
Mr. Gallagher, a servant uot the company, 
was an applicant, under the ‘Third Schedule, 
for compensation for the determination of his 
services. Mr. Gallagher was a fitter, and 
when the cotapanies were amalgamated his 
wages were reduced, and he claimed compen- 
sation before Mr. Arthur Meredith, who 
was then the standing arbitrator, and was 
awarded a jump sum of £500. The man con- 
tinued in the service of the company, and 
when he purported to relinquish the :service 
he applied under the Third Schedule to My. 
Maguire for further relief in the form of 

annuity, and Mr. Maguire awarded him 
£76 a vear. The company said that Mr. 
Gallagher could not claim this further reher, 
but Mr. Maguire, on the construction of the 
Statute, stated that ne was entitled to it, 

Mr. Jusice O’ Byrne—Has not Mr. Maguire 
already proceeded with and completed the 
inquiries before him and made this order? 

Mr. Phelps—That is a matter for argument. 
There are arguments for the proposition that 
there is stil! something to be done on the 
award, 

Mr. Justice O'Byrne—Is there an; thing 
further to be done except to pay? , 

Mr. Phelps—Yes, he has delivered his 
award, and the question arises whether we 
are in a position to apply for prohibition 
until the award is made. —. 

, The grounds of the application, continued 
Mr. Phelps, were that Mr. Maguire had no 
jurisdiction to make the award, inasmuch as 
that in doing so he purported to exercise 
judicial functions, a power which was not 
extended to him. 

Mr. Justice O'Byrne said that he would 
give a conditional order for a 
certiorari, but he was not prepared to give 
a conditional order for a writ of prohibition, 
as he thought counsel was now too late 10 
applying for that.

The second reading of the Tourist Traffic 
(Development) Bill was moved by Mr. McGil- 
ligan, Minister for Industry and Commerce.

where democracy holds the reins of govern- 
ment. It is, then, a serious reflection on 
the Irish Free State that one element in 
this hygienic trinity, is still denied to her 
people. Although she has been the mistress 
of her own resources for nine years, few 
of her citizens can be sure that to-morrow 
morning’s milk will not poison them. For 
this grave statement we have the medical 
profession’s unanimous and repeated 
evidence. There is no real supervision of 
the Free State’s milk supply. It can be, 
and is, produced from diseased cows, 
handled by dirty workers, and sold, reek- 
ing with germs, to all classes of the 
citizens. Such milk is injurious to all, and 
may be fatal to young children, who de- 
pend largely on this essential food. In 
recent warnings Professor Moorhead, Sir 
William Wheeler, Dr. Abrahamson and 
other high authorities have demanded 
prompt legislation for the protection of the 
nation’s milk supply. ‘‘ A delay in pass- 
ing this measure into law,” says Dr. 
Abrahamson, “is a delay in checking pre- 
ventible infirmities and high mortality.’’ 
Indeed, there is some cause for fear that 
tuberculosis, which the Marchioness of 
Aberdeen’s campaign reduced some years 
ago, is recovering lost ground in Southern 
Ireland. 

Four years ago the State 
Government appointed a Commission of 
Inguiry into the milk supply; three 
years ago that Commisson reported 
strongly in ‘favour of drastic legislation, 
but nothing has “een done. What is the 
cause of this costly and strange delay? 
We cannot accept the explanation which 
the Minister for Local Government has 
addressed to Sir James Craig. Mr. 
Mulcahy admits that his Government is 
not sinning through ignorance. It has 
studied the Commission’s report, and two 
years ago it drafted proposals for legis- 
lation. Unfortunately, as he says, the in- 
tended Milk Bill was jostled into the back- 
ground by the urgency of other measures, 
such as health insurance and local govern- 
ment reform. The same fate has befallen 
it in the present session. Mr. Mulcahy 
cites the imperative demand for bills 
relating to road traffic, housing and 
electoral redistribution, and he offers no 
hope that the Milk Bill will see the 
light during the present year. We 
believe that the official 
mind, if it had been really in earnest, 
‘could not have contrived to find 
room, either in Dáil or in Senate, forsan 
attack on the instant dangers of the milk 
supply. If a citizen’s child is threatened 
with illness, he postpones all other tasks 
to the summoning of a doctor. Surely the 
State has a parental responsibility, and 
ought to feel a parental alarm, so long as 
a dirty milk supply is a daily menace to 
the health of all its children. While the 
Dáil discusses the -cholastic records of Mr. 
McGilligan and Mr. de Valera, the 
Senate ekes comparatively empty 
sessions or does not sit at all. The Milk 
Bill could have been introduced a month 
ago in the Upper House. 

Dickens wondered that, while a man 
might be a gentleman and brew, he could 
not be a gentleman and bake. With like 
perplexity we may consider the relative 
importance of porter-drinkers and milk- 
drinkers where Free State politics are con- 
cerned. Milk sits neglected, like Dr. 
Johnson in Lord Chesterfield’s waiting- 
room, but the Ddil’s doors are always 
wide open to the drink trade. During the 
present month the House’s time has been 
occupied largely with a measure which in- 
creases facilities for the sale of liquor. 
The lobbies have been thronged by in- 
and impassioned pleas 
for justice for the publican have 
swoollen the official Hansard. Yet the 
Government’s plea for justice for the 
nation’s children remains unspoken. Will 
Mr. Mulcahy tell us why, in a competition 
of urgency, the Drink Bill was preferred 
to the Milk Bill? We do not expect in 
any Government a serene immunity from 
political pressure, but we are entitled to 
require from it, in vital matters, a right 
sense of proportion. 
is framing its parliamentary programme 
pride of place ought to be given, not to the 
claims of a section, but to measures which 
the whole nation needs. A bill for the 
safeguarding of the national milk supply 
is such a measure. It cannot be a con- 
troversial matter, selfish and 
ignorant farmers oppose it ; and we shall 
not insult the Free State Government with 
the thought that opposition of this 
character could stay its hand. 
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The Pinching Shoe. 


One of the most notable effects of Wall 
street’s collapses last year is the sharp 
decline in the collection of income tax by 
the United States Treasury. During the 
period from January 1st until March 18th, 
1930, the st of income tax collected 
came to 214,554,548 dollars, whereas for 
the corresponding period of the present 
year the yield was only 88,691,515 dollars. 
Few people on this side of the Atlantic hav- 
been able to realise the full extent of the 
financial calamity which befel the United 
States last year. Since the War prosperity 


had come easily to New York. All the 
civilised world was in its debt, and the 
United States Treasury, unlike the 
Treasury of the United Kingdom, had 
driven hard bargains with its debtors. Wai) 
street lent lavishly—at a price—and im- 
poverished Europe mortgaged its future 
still further to the plutocrats of Long 
Island. Just as the financial condition of 
the United States seemed to be at its peak 
the crash came. Wall street had over- 
reached itself. Men who had been 
millionaires one day were penniless the 
next. Some of the oldest and most highly 
respected financial houses in New York 
were ruined, and the repercussions of the 
crash were felt throughout the length and 
breadth of the North American Continent. 


Even Ireland was affected. Last Christmas, 
for the first time in many years, the

disappointed. Since the beginning of the 
year the situation in the United States ‘has 
improved. Basically, of course, the 
country’s finances are on a solid footing, 
because its natural resources are so great 
that they could stand almost any shock. 
Nevertheless, the temporary check to 
American progress has been very serious 
in its effect on the national moral. It has 
created a feeling of uncertainty among 4 
people that formerly was the most self- 
confident race in the world. It has forced 
the money lords of Wall street to recognise 
the fact that they are fallible, after all, 
and the extreme recklessness of the last 
ten years has given way to an almost 
equally extreme caution. In the long run 
the experiences of recent months in the 
United States probably will prove to he 
blessings in disguise. The American 
people have learned that they have no 
divine right to prosperity, and that 
knowledge will do them good. If the 
collection of income tax during the re- 
mainder of the year continues to show a 
decline, additional taxes will be necessary. 
Europe sympathises very properly with 
the United States; but her tax-1idden 
people hardly can be blamed if they feel 
a certain measure of Schadenfreude. 


Naval Careers. 


The Admiralty’s announcement that 
the Royal Navy still offers prospects 
of a successful career is most welcome. 
When the recent retirement scheme was 
made public many people felt that it was 
likely to be followed by others, with the 
result that parents began to view any 
nautical aspirations on the part of their 
sons with misgiving. Now we learn, with 
relief, that this fear was groundless. In 
its statement the Admiralty is careful to 
explain that its normal procedure for 
many years has been to regulate entries, 
so that cadets shall not find their pro- 
motion blocked later by a glut of officers 
of parallel seniority. The exigencies of 
the War caused this nice adjustment to 
fall into temporary eclipse. Thus, when 
the time came to reduce the Navy to a 
a peace-time establishment, many officers 
had to be sacrificed to the prunings of 
economy. The situation, moreover, has 
been aggravated through the subsequent 
limitations imposed upon naval tonnage 
by agreements with other Powers. 
‘As a result of the London Naval 
Conference,” runs the announcement, 
‘“the Admiralty is now able to look ahead, 
and has, therefore, offered specia] terms of 
retirement to about 150 of those executive 
officers who are surplus to requirements. 

: When this reduction has been 
carried out, it is considered that... . 
further retirement schemes will not be 
necessary.”’ Stress, too, is Jaid on the 
fact that only those officers who entered 
the Service during the War, or in the years 
immediately preceding it, are affected by 
the retirement sc' “me. : It is true that the 
promise of future security is qualified 
by the words “with the Navy at its 
present strength”; but this cautious 
phrasing need not alarm parents and 
candidates unduly. Already every 
justifiable, and several unjustifiable, 
diminutions of the Navy’s strength have 
been made, and it is fair to assume that 
the Adr-iralty would not have spoken thus 
if further cuts were being contemplated. 


German Defence. 


General Groener, the German Minister 
for War, has stated again in the Reichstag 
his country’s demand for a revision of 
those clauses of the Versailles Treaty 
which impose a disproportionate military 
inferiority upon Germany. There is no 
doubt that feeling in the Fatherland is 
very bitter on this subject. ‘‘ I have the 
impression,” said General Groener, ‘ that 
it is intended to stabilise the military 
superiority of the other Powers in the 
future under the cloak of pretended dis- 
armament.’’ The General was guilty of 
exaggeration, but much has happened to 
excuse, if not to justify, his outburst. It 
may not be denied that, when the 
victorious Allies limited the German Army 
to 100,000 men, there was much loose talk 
to the effect that such limitation would 
pave the way for a general disarmament by 
all nations. Little, however, has been 
done in this direction. Indeed, France 
maintains a first-line army which is 
not much smaller than that which 
guarded her frontiers before the War. 
A more important consideration, how- 
ever, than French “ preparedness ” is 
the vast host that menaces Germany 's 
eastern frontier. The German Government 
is not blind to the danger, and in the 
country’s defenceless state it is forced to 
coquette with the idea of a Soviet alliance. 
One day Europe will look to Germany for 
protection against Bolshevist aggression, 
and we hope that no lack of forgiving 
generosity to-day will cause her to look in 
vain. At cll costs Germany must not be 
allowed to seek from Russia what the rest 
of Europe denies to her—her self-respect.

SEGRAVE’S “RECORD” THREE TIMES 
BEATEN. 


— 


From Revter’s CORRESPONDENT. 
MIAMI, FLORIDA, Friday. 

In five thrilling dashes up and down 
the placid waters of Indian Creek, Com-- 
modore Gar Wood, piloting his 2,200 
hgrse-power speed-boat Miss America IX., 
brought back to the United States the 
world’s motor boat speed “ record ” with 
a final official mark of 102.155 miles an 
hour, beating an earlier “ record ” made 
bv him to-day of 101.154 miles per hour, 
which was nearly three miles an hour 
faster than the late Sir Henry Segrave’s 
time of 98.78, established on Lake Winder- 
mere in Miss England II. last June. 

The new “ record ’’ and its possession by 
the United States, however, probably wiil 
be very short-lived, as on Wednesday next, 
on the Parana River at Buenos Aires, 
Kave Don will go-off in Lord Wakefield’s 
boat, Miss England II., which has already 
done 107 miles per hour on Lough Neagh, 
Ireland, in an unofficial trial. 

Ploughing the waters in fountains of 
spray, Gar Wood to-day three times ex- 
ceded the “‘ record,” his first attempt of 
100.6 miles per hour being attained under 
dificulties, as his starting switch broke, 
and before it could be repaired the time- 
limit of thirty minutes expired. 


DELAYED BY DEFECT. 


‘“ 1 can do faster than that,” said Wood, 
and he and his mechanic quickly repaired 
the defect and dashed off again, this time 
to push the “record” up by nearly 
another mile until it stood at 101.154. 

In the second attempt Wood's speeds 
were :—Outward, 100.755 miles per hour; 
return, 101.51 miles per hour. 

Surrounded by hundreds of admirers, 
who mobbed him in their endeavours to 
congratulate him, Wood said that, even 
now, he was not satisfied. ‘‘ I shall make 
a third attempt to-day.’’ he said. Which 
he did in the afternoon, with the result 
stated above. 

Miss America IX: possesses two colossal 
power units, each of “1,100 torse-power, 
und she has recently been supercharged. 
She has also had a new engine installed, 
and this held Wood up for two days, as 
he was to have Jmade his attempt last 
Wednesday. 


NOT SATISFIED. 


He was not too satisfied with his morn- 
mg runs, although they were most 
spectacular in their effects. He opened 
the trottle after warming up, and, swing- 
ing round, sped away on his first run at a 
speed of 101.351 miles per hour. On the 
1eturn he dashed back at 99.860, and, 
althoygh he tried a third run in the same 
direction as his first, he reached only 
100.54, and, therefore, had to let the first 
two stand until the afternoon, with an 
average of 100.6 miles per hour. 

His measured mile times were 
seconds and 36.05'seconds. 

The same electrical timing apparatus 
was used to-day as when Sir Malcolm 
tampbell—-then Mr. Malcolm Campbel]l— 
put up the world’s motor car speed 
record ” to 245 miles per hour here in 
Jdinuary, 

The lawns of Gar Wood’s beautiful 
louse, which slope down to the waters 
oi Indian Creek, were packed with spec-

tutors, who also lined the shore for the 
whole three miles of the course. 


GAR WOOD'S CAREER. 


Gar Wood’s rise to fame and fortune is 
almost similar to that of Henry Ford. 
When only thirteen he piloted a Govern- 
ment motor launch at Duluth, and so 
learned a great deal about motor boat 
engines. He saved every penny he could 
lay hands on and finally realised his 
youthful ambition of possessing a motor 
boat. So enthusiastic was he that when 
he married he spent his honeymoon on a 
“ chug-chugger,’’ but it was not a “ chug- 
chugger ’’ very long. 

With the same intense application that 
Ford gave to his motor car engine, Wood 
developed and built into his little craft a 


advance on anything previously made. 
After showing his genius for engineering, 
he established his own business at Detroit 
and London, and designed, built and raced 
his boats. 

His love of racing was inherited. Before 
he was thirteen he was the “ crew” of 
his father’s ferry boat on Lake Osakis, 
Minnesota. Rivalry was keen between his 
father’s boat and the rival ferry boat, 
and young Wood got the thrill of bringing 
his boat in first every time. 


FERRYBOAT RACING. 


The culminating point in young Gar’s 
career came when he was racing his 
father’s boat across the Jake neck-and- 
neck against the rival. At a critical 

oint the Wood boat ran out of fuel. 
Nothing daunted, young Gar broke up 
tables and chairs and piled them on the 
furnace in a furious attempt to beat his 
adversary who, realising the position, 
threw across some typical samples of sailor 
eloquence. This only made young Wood 
the more determined, and, piling the fire 
with everything that would burn, he took 
the family boat in well ahead of his 
much-chagrined rival. 

*t was during his successful attempt to 
beat the American’s unofficial “ record ”’ 
of 96.25 miles per hour last year that Sir 
Henry Segrave lost his life. Sir Henry, 
on Lake Windermere, attained a mean 
speed of 98.7 miles per hour. Gar Wood 
had Miss America IX. specially built to 
beat the dead Englishman's “ record.”’ 


150 MILES AN HOUR. 


If Kaye Don smashes the new American 
record ’’ next week, there is no doubt 
that Gar Wood will have another boat 
built to attempt to get the title back. He 
said recently that “a speed of 150 miles 
per hour is not far off,’’ and he has often 
expressed the belief that this will one day 
be achieved in a ‘‘ super ” speed boat. — 

Gar Wood was unlucky when Sir Henry 
Segrave won the world’s speed boat cham- 
pionship in America in 1929. The Ameri- 
can boat was far ahead in one of the heats 
when it broke down, and Segrave was 
awarded the championship. 

In September of the same year Gar 
Wood won the coveted Harmsworth tropny 
on the Detroit River, beating Miss Betty

In moving a vote on account of £2,202,u09 
for the coming financial year, Lord Craigavon 
said that his colleagues and he had investi- 
gated the financial situation with which they 
were likely to be faced in the coming year, 
and had reached the conclusion that it would 
be imperative that all should submit to 
greater sacrifices. The Governor, the Duke of 
Abercorn, had, of his own volition, intimated 
his desire to associate himself with the 
Government's efforts to cut down expenditure, 
and’ had put forward practical proposals 
affecting himself personally, which. the Prime 
Minister said, on behalf of the Cabinet, he 
had gratefully accepted. 


PARLIAMENTARY SALARIES. 

The Speakers of the -Senate, and of the 
House of Commons, the Chairman of Com- 
mittees, all Cabinet Ministers, Parliamentary 
Secretaries, and other members of the Senate 
and of the House of Commons, would be sub- 
jected to a clean cut of 15 per cent. Reduc- 
tions would be made in the emoluments of 
all ranks of the Royal Ulster Constabulary 
and teachers, which would affect a saving 
of 74 per cent. The salaries of civil servants 
would be substantially reduced, automatically, 
on the basis of the fall in the cost of living. 
Other economies would be effected by placing 
the '“ B ”' Special Constabulary in reserve, by 
closing down the present Constabulary 
Dépot at Newtownards, suspending for three 
years the erection of the new dépót at Ennis- 
killen, and of new police barracks. 

lt was proposed, in addition, to ease the 
strain on Ulster’s cash resources in various 
other directions, which would be revealed 
when the estimates were presented. Further. 
the Minister of Education had made urgent 
representations to the Chairmen of Regional 
Committees to suspend building operations, 
except in cases of real necessily, or where 
the work had actually been started. 

The total result of the combined savings 
under these heads would approximate 
£400,000, which, on a population basis, was 
equivalent in Great Britain to £14,400,000. 


THE CABINET UNANIMOUS. 

Members hardly realised that the future 
depended to a very large extent upon. the 
past vear, and owing to the abnormal 
depression in industry, trade, and even 
agriculture, they need not anticipate the same 
revenue, or anything like it, for 1931-32. It 
had been their adamant position from the 
heginning that under no circumstances would 
they present to the House estimates which 
they thought could not be met by the revenue 
of Ulster itself. He could not see that any 
other course was open to them—with the 
knowledge they possessed of the dropping 
revenue. not only in Northern Ireland, but in 
Great Britain generally—but to take the 
prudent steps to which he had referred. 

These decisions were not merely those cf 
individual Ministers. The Cabinet as a whole 
unanimously came to the conclusion that 
what he had just outlined must stand. Every- 
one would admit that the Government, in 
this particular instance, had done their duty 
fearlessiv, and he hoped that the House 
would rallv round and help them in the difli- 
cult siti*®.ion in which they found them- 
selves 

In future they were going to investigate 
very fully whether rew entrants to some of 
their services might not be dealt with under 
different conditions from those which now ob- 
tained. He could not develop this much at 
the moment, but they would have to see what 
case could be made out for modified services 
in some directions. 


THE “8” SPECIALS. 

With regard to the “B” Specials, it was 
not the intention to do more than ask that 
gallant force to go into reserve, for which 
provision had always been made by the 
Government. and to forego a certain amount 
of their emoluments, in order that they might 
contribute towards economy. 

Mr. Nixon—How much of the emoluments? 

Lord Craigavon—We have given the In- 
spector-General a free hand within a certain 
amount. I canot say at the moment what the 
saving will be, but it will be something con- 
siderable, and, of course, it will come out 
when the estimates, which are now in course 
of preparation. are submitted. 

Having paid a tribute to the services 
rendered by the Special Constabulary, Lord 
Craigavon said that the present position un- 
doubtedly called for heavy sacrifices from 
them all, and he hoped the House would 
always set a good example to the country in 
initiating this very wide scheme of retrench- 
ment. He hoped also that local authorities 
would realise the necessity for making no 
more calls unon the Government than could 
possibly be helped during the «.ext twelve 


months. 
LABOUR CRITICISM. 

Mr. J. Beattie (Labour) said that a 15 per 
cent. cut was to be imposed on the House, 
reducing the small salaries paid to members 
from £200 to £170. Where was the justice 
of cutting -these small salaries below star- 
vation level when the Prime Minister had 
£4,000 a year and a free house, and all his 
requirements met out of a hospitality fund’ 
The Governor's residence and the Speaker's 
fresidence should not be a responsibility of 
that House. It was disgraceful that the offi- 
cial residence of the Prime Minister should 
be used for bridge drives. The House should 
not maintain an official residence for the pur 
pose of piaying bridge in it. The Cabinet 
Ministers were getting the same remunera 
tion as the English Ministers for one-third of 
the work. The salaries and allowances of 
the Ministers should be reduced by £1,000, 
and those of the Prime Minister by £2,000. 
They should abolish the ‘‘specials.’’ That 
would be making a genuine move for economy. 
The worst feature of all was the proposed 
saving of £200,000 on the unemployed. He 
protested against any .reduction of the Civil 
Service benefit on salaries below £300 per 
yeat. 

Mr. McCarroll (Nat.) said that some of 
the proposed economies would impose dis- 
advantages which were _ imposed on per- 
sons in Great Brilain. He agreed with Mr. 
Beattie that people were deprived of un- 
employment benefit in the Six Counties who 
would be receiving benefit if they were resi- 
dent in Britain. There was no justification 
in putting the teachers in the Six Counties 
on a lower scale than teachers in Great 
Britain. After all, a real economy would 
be the abclition of Parliament itself. 


UNIONIST APPROVAL. 
Mr. J. G. G. Young (U.) congratulated the 


Gevernment on making “‘cuts”’ all round. 
He did not know how members of the House 
could return to their constituents unless they 
shares in the economies. He thought. how- 
ever, that the cut in the Special Constabulary 
was a dangerous one, and was far too large. 

Mr. P. O'Neill (Nat.) said that there were 
not sufficient funds in their Parliamentary In- 
stitution to pay the ordinary Constabulary, 
much less the Specials, for which there was 
no use at all. They could not carry on this 
Government, and the sooner they made an 
‘effort either to go back to Great Britain or 
to join the Irish Free State the better. 
(Laughter. ) } 

The vote on account was passed, and the 
House adjourned until Tuesday next.

MYSTERIOUS 


INTRUSION INTO 
VETERINARY BILL 
BICKERINGS. 


MR. M°GILLIGAN SWINGS 
A BLUDGEON.

MYSTIC cow wandered through the 

discussion in Dail Eireann yester- 

day on the Committee stage of the 
Veterinary Surgeons Bill. 

Mr. McGilligan, in his capacity as 
Minister for External Affairs, having had 
business in London on the previous day 
when the discussion was inaugurated, was 
quite willing to listen to a repetition of 
all the arguments which the Opposition 
had put forth against the bill on that 
occasion. 

Mr. de Valera was only too anxious to 
oblige, and did so, but, as might have been 
expected, his arguments did not affect Mr. 
McGilligan’s convictions in the slightest 
degree. It was in his reply to the Fianna 
Fail leader that the Minister first intro- 
duced the mysterious cow to the Dail, 
dragging it in by the horns, as it were. 


AN INTRUSIVE ANIMAL, 

After that the cow shoved its nose into 
the discussion on several occasions, and it 
was noticeable that, while its intrusions 
caused only mild amusement among other 
parties, they were extremely irritating to 
the Opposition, and particularly to the 
Opposition leader. It was obvious, how- 
ever, that a number of the deputies in the 
centre of the House failed to recognise the 
animal as an old friend, and were baffled 
by the oblique allusions. 

Enlightenment did not come to the 
House as a whole until Professor Tierney 
rose to speak. It then became clear that 
the cow was merely a figure of speech em- 
ployed by Mr. de Valera in the days im- 
mediately preceding the Treaty, when he 
described Mr. Lloyd George as like a man 
who was trying to sell a cow. 


TWISTING THE COW’S TALE. 

Mr. de Valera protested that his re- 
marks on that occasion had been 
“ twisted ” on many occasions since then 
by his political coments His protest 
had merely the effect of attaching the 
adjective “‘ twisted ’’’.to the cow on its 
subsequent incursions into the proceed- 
ings. 

ie, if anv, members of the Dail can 
use the rapier in debate; they prefer the 
bludgeon. Mr. McGilligan swung the 
bludgeon yesterday in a fashion that was 
positively prehistoric, and succeeded in 
arousing a good deal of sympathy with Mr. 
da Valera among the general body of the 
members. 


A BLUDGEONING. 

The Minister described the Fianna Fail 
leader’s speech as ‘‘a farrago of non- 
sense,” and said that Mr. de Valera had 
‘accurately described himself as “ speaking 
from the depths of almost inevitable ignor- 
ance on this matter.” He went on to 
make allusions to Mr. de Valera’s univer- 
sity career, which roused that gentleman 
to quite natural anger. 

In reply to this personal attack, which 
he described as ‘‘ disgusting,’’ Mr. de 
Valera was moved to give “ rebutting 
evidence ” as to his educational qualifica- 
tions. He spoke with a good deal of heat, 
and the Minister, when he attempted to 
intervene, was shouted down. ‘* He was 
blowing his own trumpet,’ cried Mr. 
‘‘ Jerry’ Boland, “and he is being 
answered now. 


MR. DE VALERA’S SPEECH. 

An attempt by Dr. Hennessy to stem 
the tide of Mr. de Valera’s indignation 
provoked a great roar of protest from the 
Opposition benches. “' Sit down, man; sit 
down,” they shouted, and the doctor had 
no alternative but to obey.

The bill did not put the profession 
under the domination of an outside body, 
he assured the House, and there was 
nothing humiliating about it, as had been 
contended by the speakers opposite. 

It goes without saying that the Minister 
did not convince the Opposition, and the 
arguments were repeated ad nauseam 
during the three and a half hours’ discus- 
sion until progress was reported.

MR. McGILLIGAN’S 
LONDON VISIT. 


ONE SUGGESTED 
REASON. 


THE PRESENTATION OF 
SEALS TO THE KING. 
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From OUR POL1TICAL CORRESPONDENT. 
R. P. McGILLIGAN, Minister for 
External Affairs in the Free State, 
was in his place yesterday morning in the 
Dail, after travelling . overnight from 
London. Notwithstandin the number of 
important events which á crowded into 
his brief visit, including an audience at 
Buckingham Palace, he showed his re- 
markable vitality by appearing in his 
place on the front bench, and taking 

charge of the Veterinary Surgeons Bill. 
The mystery of Mr. McGulligan’s visit 
to London has been ‘more or less cleared 
up, although for some reason official 
quarters maintained a strict reticence, 
with the result that no official statement 

has been forthcoming. 


NEW SEALS. 

I am able to state that while this visit 

was probably concerned with several 
matters which are outstanding between the 
British and Free State Governments, Mr. 
McGilligan’s call at Buckingham Palace 
was concerned with the new Seals which, 
according to recent decisions of the 
Imperial Conference, will be used in con- 
nection with the conclusion of treaties and 
agreements between the various Dominions 
and other countries. 
_ It is understood that Mr. McGilligan 
presented to the King for his approval the 
new Seals which will in future be used for 
the completion of treaties and other agree- 
ments between the Free State and other 
countries. Incidentally, it is probable that 
the visit was also intended as a gesture of 
the right of Dominions to approach His 
Majesty directly, instead of through the 
agency of the Dominions Office. 


IRISH LIGHTS. 

While it is believed that the main pur- 
pose of Mr. McGilligan’s visit to Bucking- 
ham Palace was concerned with the new 
Seals, it does not explain Mr. Thomas's 
reference to ‘‘ delicate and difficult mb 
tiations.”” The question regarding the 
Seals was already settled at the Imperial 
Conference, and the carrying out of the 
work was merely a matter of detail. 

Other matters, like the future control of 
Irish lights, might more appropriately 
answer Mr. Thomas’s description, but 
there is no information that any finality 
has been reached in regard to this, or any 
other of the matters outstanding. 

One is forced to the conclusion that 
whatever the main matter under considera- 
tion was, the Free State has not met with 
a satisfactory verdict.

THE ABSENCE OF NEWS. 

There is no doubt that people who take 
an intelligent interest in political affairs 
were really mó. “im at the absence of 
definite news.

McGilligan personally when he appeared 
in the Dail in the morning. I understand 
that it was Mr. de Valera’s intention to 
do so, but apparently opportunity failed 
him. Every department of Government 
which might be supposed to have some 
knowledge of the matter professed a com- 
plete lack of information. 

President Cosgrave’s answer to Mr. de 
Valera on Thursday presumed that Mr. 
Thomas was referring to “ matters dis- 
cussed by the Imperial Conference.” This 
does not help much, as the matters dis- 
cussed by the Conference were many and 
various. 


DOMINION LEGISLATION. 

That Conference—the one held in 1929— 
owed its origin to a recommendation con- 
tained in the report of the Imperial Con- 
ference of 1926, that a Committee should 
be set up to examine and report on the 
operation of Dominion legislation. The 
report of the Imperial Conference declared 
in relation to the United Kingdom and the 
Dominions, that “ they are autonomous 
communities within the British Empire, 
equal in status, in no way subordinate 
one to another in any aspect of their 
domestic or external affairs, though unite: 
by a common allegiance to the Crown, and 
freely associated as members of the British 
Commonwealth of Nations.’’ 

The report, however, recognised that 
legislative and judicial forms were ad- 
mittedly not wholly in accord with the 
position as described, owing to the fact 
that most of these forms date back to a 
time antecedent to the present stage of 
constitutiona] development.

HISTORIC ‘SCENE 
RECALLED.

Herr Muller, the German statesman 
and ex-Chancellor, whose.death at the age 
of 54 is announced, will be remembered 
chiefly as one of the German signatories 
to the Treaty of Versailles, says The Times 
of to-day. The scene in the Galerie des 
Glaces on June 28th, 1919, will not be 
easily forgotten by any of the concourse 
of Allied statesmen and diplomatists who, 
together with a crowd of curious onlookers. 
witnessed the final act of the tragic 
history of the German Empire. 

For Muller it was a moment of bitter 
exasperation. He had himself been a life- 
long opponent of the very régime which, 
after rousing half the world in arms 
against his country, had brought it to its 
present ruin; and though this fact prob- 
ably weighed but little with most of the 
distinguished spectators, yet in the breasts 
of some there must have been a stirring of 
compassion for the two German delegates 
as they advanced through the hostile 
silence of the crowded gallery to set their 
signature to the confession of German 
guilt and all its consequences. 

Neither Ludendorff, denouncing Allies 
and Germans alike, nor Scheidemann, cry- 
ing ‘‘ Let the hand wither that signs this 
treaty,’’ suffered as much as Muller, 
whose truer patriotism or juster apprecia- 
tion of realities made him accept the 
ordeal without complaint.

A large proportion of sick children owe 
their suffering to contaminated milk. 
Bovine tuberculosis is not the only milk- 
borne disease, but it is nothing less than 
a scourge. The infected children suffer in 
countless ways—many die of such ailments 
as meningitis and peritonitis; many who 
survive become hunchbacks or have 
crippled limbs. 

Children are indeed to be pitied if they 
become the victims of contaminated milk, 
and, at the same time, are deprived of the 
one and only effective weapon in their fight 
for recovery—sufficient accommodation in 
open-air hospitals. 

The crippling diseases of children pro- 
duced by contaminated milk have been 
banished from many lands by two ex- 
pedients—first, a safe milk supply, and, 
secondly, treatment in open-air hospitals. 
The latter often ensures curative results of 
a dramatic kind. 

Thanks to these two provisions, there 
are large areas in America, in England 
and elsewhere where the crippled tuber- 
culous child can no longer be found.

FIRST VOLUME READY 
FOR PUBLICATION.

When the Irish Manuscripts Commission 
was established, its attention was directed to 
the important historical material which 1s to 
be found in the memoirs of Cardinal 
Rinuccini, Archbishop Robinson’s prédecessor 
as Papal Nuncio in Ireland. About the years 
1662-5, at the invitation of the family of 
Archbishop Rinuccini, two Irish Franciscan 
Capuchin Fathers, Daniel O’Connel] and 
Robert O’Ferrall, wrote the work known as 
é“ The Nuncio’s Méwoirs.” This manuscript 
was originally prestrved at Florence, but 
about the middle of +e 18th century it passed 
into the possession of the princely family of 
Trivulzio, and is now in their library at 
Milan. 
original body of historical and contemporary 
' evidence, as yet unpublished, for the history 
of Ireland during the period of the Catholic 
Confederation. 

A copy of the Nuncio’s Memoirs—they run 
to more than 1,100,000 words—was made for 
Sir John. Gilbert, and is preserved in the

Mr. Weish ueathed £35,600 to Mr.

Mr, Justice Maugham, giving judgment, 
said that the estate of Mr. Welsh, although 
not equal to paying the £7,450 legacies «an 
full, was more than sufficient, if the £3,600 
to the Christian Brothers’ School and the 
lapsed legacies were deducted. The estate was 
sworn at £6,756 odd. He held that there was 
no separate residuary bequest to the charity, 
and, therefore, the charity took nothing, the 
gift having been revoked. With regard to 
the legacies that had lapsed, they must go to 
the next-of-kin, with their proper share of the 
undisposed of increase, and the effective 
legatees would receive their increase in the

CULTURAL VALUE. OF 
FICTION, 


—— AR 


Professor John Howley. M.A., University 
College, Galway, presided at the quarterly 
meeting of the Council of the Library Associa- 
tion of Ireland, which was held at 32 Merrion 
square, Dublin, yesterday. He delivered a 
short address on ‘‘ The Cultura] Value of the 
Fiction Department in a Public Library.” 

Professor Howley said that the undotbted 
popularity of the department of fiction in their 
public libraries had by no means been an 
universal blessing to the library movement. 
Was the main function of the public library 
the provision of amusing reading recreation 
at the expense of the rates’? The stern 
economists on their county and urban councils, 
who grudged the library grants because they 
had not yet grasped the true value of the 
library movement, were confirmed in their 
prejudices by the trend of popular taste, 
whereby the popular enthusiasm for the novel 
among clients tended to beget prejudice. 
What, he asked, was a good novel from the 
library advisor’s point of view’ His answer 
would be—a novel that made the reader feel, 
think and wonder. 

In his quest for the thoughtful novel the 
ideal librarian must look out sharply for the 
novel of propaganda. He did not say that 
such novels should be banned, for many of 
them were excellent in every way as works 
of fictiou; but tne librarian should be quite 
sure of what he was recommending, and also 
of the reaction on those to whom he suggests 
the book. Otherwise, he may sup sorrow. 

PROPAGANDIST'S ADVANTAGE. 

The proagandist who pleads his cause in 
the guise of a novelist had one great 
advantage over the polemist who writes an 
essay or a book. The latter must argue his 
case, prove his points, and meet objections; 
the latter need only state, with art and 
circumstance, one hard case, and leave the 
public to generalise. He could turn a police 
court story into an indictment of social order ; 
for the great-hearted and the soft-headed 
public credits the artist with depicting a 
type, not a solitary instance. But, apart 
from this possible abuse, ithe novel, from the 
elasticity of its form, couJd readily be turned 
to didactic use. In philosophy and morals 
the novel conid set us object lessons, and 
that without ostensibly playing the 


agogue. 

The instructional power for good or evil 
of the novel could hardly be limited,.and it 
had an effectiveness of presentation that was 
excelled only by the cinema. ‘his didactic 
function of the novel ard its possibilities 
should not be forgotten, particularly 
in the department of juvenile fiction. Another 
factor for which the ideal librarian in quest 
of a good novel would seek, if haply he might 
find it, was that power to evoke in the reader 
the -reaction which he had called wonder or 
admiration. It was the hall mark of the 
masterpiece, and also the royal chrism of the 
critic, for to very few was given the spon- 
taneous insight into the eternal verities em- 
bodied in a great work of art. 

AN INSTRUMENT OF CULTURE. 

The Rev. 8S. J. Brown, 38.J., said that a 
very great help to making the novel an 
instrument of culture would be to classify 
them according to their type and cultura! 
value. In that sphere the historical novel 
was important. He had himself collected a 
large quantity of materia! suitable for Irish 
fiction works, 
be made available to libraries and the public 
generally. 

Mr. J. J. O'Neill said that they would 
have no bad fiction if it were not for the 
Press, which did not give an honest criticism 
ot new books. ‘The Press, he said, was in 
the hands of the publishers, and it was 
essential in this country that the fiction 
reader should be saved from the ‘ wolves of 
the Press.”

WIDESPREAD COMMUNIST 
PLOT ALLEGED.

CLEVELAND, OHIO, Friday. 
Widespread Communist plots to sabotage 
American aircraft are declared by the 
authorities to-day to have necessitated an 
investigation, resulting in the arrest at 
Akron of a former naval officer named Paul 
Kassay, on a charge of having tried to 
weaken the structure of the giant naval 
airship Akron, now under construction. 
Kassay was employed as a mechanic on 
the airship, and it is alleged that he de- 
liberately left out rivets while he was at 
work on the vessel. According to to-day's 
information; the investigation into the 
alleged ‘‘ sabotage plot ” was started as a 
result of the mysterious crash of a naval 
bombing aeroplane at San Diego on 
Sentembet 28th, 1930. 


A subsequent inquiry into this accident 
states that Mr. C. F. Barndt, general 
manager of the Great Lakes Aircraft 
Corporation, revealed that someone had 
weakened the wings so that they would 
eventually collapse. 

When Paul Kassay appeared in court 
to-day he strenuously denied that he had 
ever attempted any sabotage, and said that 
the charges were a “ frame-up’’ (prose- 
cution on pre-arranged evidence) by the 
United States authorities. He had never 
served in the Austro-Hungarian Navy, he 


added.

The police declare that, after having 


been questioned for five hours yesterday 
by Federal and county officials, Kassay 
admitted the charge that he had: left out 
rivets, and said that he had “ planned to 
see that the Akron never did take the air. '

months before deciding to have him 
arrested. 

Kassay, who is thirty years of age, is 
said to have served as a captain in the 
Austro-Hungarian Navy during the War, 
and later to have taken part in the Com- 
munist rising in that country. He came to 


the United States and became a naturalised 
citizen in 1926. }

Mr. V. J. O’Grady, store manager, Messrs. 
Campbell, identified four whiskey cas«xs 
found by Civic Guards in a garage in Halston 
street as having ben taken from Messis. 
Campbell's premises. 

Replying to the prisoner Carroll, witness 
stated that there were still missing 40 or 45 
gallons of whiskey. ‘They got back 56} 
gallons. 


FOUND IN A GARAGE. 


Detective Officer James Brady deposed to 
finding four casks containing whiskey in a 
garage in Halston street. He remained in 
the garage with other officers from dark on 
the evening of 11th February until early the 
following morning. ‘The casks were those 
identified by Mr. O'Grady as the property 
of Messrs. Campbell. 

Detective Officer O'Sullivan gave corrobora- 
tive evidence. 

Detective Sergeant John Crimmins gave 
evidence of having, with Detective cers 
Fennell and Brady, arrested accused, from 
a description he received. In the premises 
of Messrs. Campbell he found a torn piece 
of towelling, which coresponded with a piece 
found on one of accused. 

Detective Officer Kinehan gave evidence of 
Hutch making a statement voluntarily, in 
which he denied having anything to do with 
the robbery, but leged that Wright, 
Maguire and another man cummitted the 
offence. 

James Gannon stated that when he was 
in Mountjoy Jail Hutch had a conversation 
with him about the case. He denied that 
he knew any of accused. 


THE DEFENCE, 

Hutch, giving evidence, stated that he 
“followed racing and coursing,” and on the 
morning of the 11th February missed a train 
for Thurles. He was never near the scene 
of the occurrence on the night or morning 
of the robberv.
